In the Eaton division no spring term was held, the few 
scholars there going to the Highlands or Waterloo schools. In 
the fall, there being more scholars, the school was reopened for 
two terms of ten weeks each. Inthe Highlands the fall term 
was continued for sixteen wéeks, when the weather became too 
severe for the children to attend. This division had twenty-six 
weeks of schoo]. In the Poplar division a spring term of nine 
weeks was held, and for the rest of the year the scholars attend- 
ed the Center school. The other divisions have each had thirty 
weeks of school. In all there have been two hundred and 
twenty-five weeks of schoo! in the district during the year. 

We have been fortunate in securing good teachers for the 
year, making few changes, and the work done in the schools 
has been good. 

The Center schoolhouse has been remodeled and thoroughly 
repaired and is now an unusually convenient and attractive 
schoolroom. We believe it is in condition to last for many years 
with little cost for repairs.. The house in the Old South division 
has been reshingled. For the coming year the largest item for 
repairs is for the Highlands division.. The house must be re- 
shingled and ought to be painted. 

The report of the truant officer for October, 1903, gives the 
number of school children as follows: boys, 65; girls, 53; total 
118.
